There is 
no chance to keep Berlin ‘“‘just 
like it is." 


If Attacked 


Therefore, for the sake of the 
people of West Berlin alone, ne- 
must be attempted. 
presence of our troops, and 
those of the Allies, means there 
will be resistance if there is an 
attack. There will be, without 
question, the use of atomic 
weapons should the Communists 
begin aggression. We cannot 
match them in_ conventional 
troops and weapons. The West 
Berliners know this. But, they also 
are aware that living in such a 
situation is not what one wants of ! 
life. More and more of them will 
move to West Germany. It is not 
stretching reality to argue that, 
if there is no negotiation, West 
Berlin will wither away and the 
Communists will in time win it 
by default. 

To avoid this otherwise inevita- 
ble decline, some way must be 
found to give West Berlin a pledge 
of permanence. It is this possibil- 
ity that the diplomats are seek- 
ing to explore. What can give 
West Berlin a function and a fu- 
ture? What will clearly establish 
the access routes? What can be 
done which, while admitting that 
Germany and Berlin now are di- 
vided, will hold out a hope for 
future unification? Can a way be 
found to breach the ugly wall, 
which symbolizes the sickness of 
today’s world? 


Perhaps nothing can be done. 
It may be that constant tension 
and unending threat are the only 
possible existence for Berlin. 


‘No one wants the issue brought 
to the United Nations. There 
would be a willingness to transfer 
from Geneva to Berlin some of the 
valuable, productive U.N. agen- 
cies. This “presence” in Berlin 
might be something which would 
enable negotiations to be effec- 
tive. But, again, they might not.

WASHINGTON (#—President John F. Kennedy urged his cabinet 
and agency heads Thursday to be ‘“‘careful and frugal” in their 
spending so the government can reduce this year’s deficit and 
come up wtih a balanced budget next year. 


Ticking off steps he said his 
administration already has taken 
to save money, Kennedy added 
that appropriations by Congress 
“are a ceiling, not a mandate to 
spend.”” 


He laid down specific guide- 
posts to be followed to save dol- 
lars: postpone or limit govern- 
ment programs that normally 
would be desirable; halt any 
speedup in spending which had 
been undertaken to combat the 
recession; and hold down the 
number of government workers 
“to the minimum consistent with 
getting the job done.” 


“IT am especially desirous that 
new programs or expansions of 
existing programs be undertaken 
with caution and deliberation,” 
Kennedy said. 


The President enunciated this 
tight fiscal policy in a statement 
he presented at a White House 
meeting of the Cabinet and heads 
of 13 agencies. The text was made 
public while the session was in 
progress. 


The statement did not make it 
clear whether Kennedy meant to 
cut down the payroll by laying 
off federal workers. But Pierre 
Salinger, White House press sec- 
retary, said the administration’s 
policy has been to make reduc- 
tions when it is determined that 


fewer employes can handle the 
work of an agency or department. 

“There is no question,” Ken- 
nedy said, “that employment can 
be held substantially below the 
levels which would be possible un- 
der the funds authorized by Con- 
gress. I expect each of you to 
make such efforts.”

Andric’s best-known work is 
“The Bridge of the River Drina,”’ 
the final work in an epic trilogy 
that includes ‘“‘The Young Lady” 
and “The Travnik Chronicle.’ 
The “Bridge” depicts Yugoslav 
history from the time of the Turk- 
ish conquest in 1389 to the crea- 
tion of the modern nation after 
World War I. 


In Belgrade, Andric first 
learned of the official announce- 
ment of the prize from UPI cor- 
respondent Stoyan Bralovic, who 
has known him nearly 25 years. 


“I am very moved,’ Andric 
said. ‘‘Everything that I wrote, 
all my work, is the literature of 
our country and of myself. I am 
so proud to be regarded with this 
prize. I am a very, very happy 
man.” 


WROTE IN PRISON 

Andric began his writing ca- 
reer while imprisoned as a Ser- 
bian Nationalist by Austria dur- 
ing World War I. He gave writing 
up in 1920 to join the foreign 
service of the new royal govern- 
ment, but returned to it in 1941 
after the German occupation. 


Andric stayed out of political 
controversy during the war and 
postwar years when Marshal Tito 
was seizing power. He holds the 
largely honorary post of palia- 
mentary deputy from his native 
Bosnia. 

RELATES HISTORY 


Andric’s “‘Bridge of the River 
Drina’’ describes the meeting of 
East and West in the Yugoslav 
culture. The bridge is a crossing 
point for trade routes from the 
Ottoman Empire and Europe. The 
book uses this as a device to 
relate the nation’s history. 


The award of the prize to An- 
dric had been predicted by lit- 
erary circles here. He generally 
is considered the nation’s top 
writer, but opinion within Yugo- 
slavia is divided. In Croatia, 
critics may claim Croatian writer 
Mroslav Krieza would have been 
a better choice than Andric, a 
Serb. 


The Federation of Yugoslav Au- 
thors once proposed Krileza and 
Andric as joint Nobel candidates.

Helping Tech, Georgia 
Will Boost Industry 


Alumni of the University of Georgia 
and Georgia Tech have set a number of 
records for both institutions in recent 
years in financial support of the respec- 
tive foundations of the two schools. That 
support has made it possible to strengthen 
faculties, finance research projects and 
to keep highly qualified instructional per- 
sonnel. 


Another fund which gives promise of 
both these institutions greatly is 
the Joint Tech-Georgia Development 
Fund which holds its second annual con- 
ference this weekend at Athens. Last year 
the fund, which depends upon contribu- 
tions from business and industry, raised 
$280,000. Now five years old, the joint 
effort has as its goal annual contributions 
of a half-million dollars by 1965. 


The goal is not unrealistic. Business 
and industry have a vested interest in 
higher education. Firms look to the col- 
leges to provide the trained personnel 
and leadership they need for the future 
and to educate the talent necessary for an 
expanding economy. Out of state firms do- 
ing business in Georgia have the same 
interests.

State Warned |

Dr. William Rottersman, Atlanta psychiatrist and 
chairman of the Governor's Advisory Committee on 
Mental Institutions, Thursday outlined Georgia’s recent 
advances in mental health, but said, “Milledgeville State 
Hospital, no matter how well developed; is not, and can- 
not be, the solution to the mental health problem in 


Georgia. “. 

He charged that in spite of 
widespread improvements at Mil- 
ledgeville within the past few 
years, the hospital ‘“‘still is a 
warehouse for the mentally ill.” 


He said, ‘Over 50 per cent of the 
persons at Milledgeville still re- 
ceive no more treatment for 
mental illness than they did five 
years ago.” 


URGES LOCAL ACTION 


He urged more community ac- 
tion for mental health problems 
and praised plans for the Georgia 
Mental Health Center to be built 
in Atlanta and opened in 1964. 


Stressing the size of the mental 
health problem in Georgia, he 
said that Milledgeville admis- 
sions rise every year while the 
death rate remains about the 
same. He said, ‘‘The census there 
is now about 12,000 patients, with 
3,700 on trial visits home. Think 
what would happen if all those 
patients were to return at the 
same time!”’ 


CHILDREN MUST WAIT 


Dr. Rottersman also stressed 
the need for additional facilities 
for the 12,000 mentally retarded 
children in the state. He said, 
“There are now 1,000 of these 
on the waiting list, cleared and 
waiting for admission to Grace- 
wood. But, some will wait three 
years before there is room for 
them.”’ 


The psychiatrist traced prog- 
ress of treatment for the state's 
mentally ill from 1838, when the 
patients were lock.d in private 
houses, to the present, which he 
termed, “Two and one-half A.V. 
(After Vandiver). 


FAR BELOW AVERAGE 


He said that from_the time the 
investigation was made at Mil- 
ledgeville over two years ago un- 


til now, the daily cost at the hos- 
pital has risen from. $2.50: per 
patient to $3.10 per patient, but 
he warned, ‘This is still far be- 
low the national average of $4.99 
a day per patient.” 


He said that to meet the na- 
tional average, the state would 
have to allot an additional $10,- 
000,000 a year. 


Dr. Rottersman als. spoke out \ 


against what he called local ir- 
responsibility in mental health. 
He said, ‘“The Fulton-DeKalb Hos- 
pital Authority was, and appar- 
ently still is, unwilling to assume 
any responsibility for the mentally 
ill in these two counties, although 
these two counties alone sent 743 
patients to Milledgeville last 
year.”

Secretary of State Ben W. Fort-

He hopes that “in the near 
future’’ the Capitol will be open 
for guided tours on Sundays. 

“The demand has been terrific

AUGUSTA—A 19 - year - old Ft. 
Gordon soldier offered to take 
three. buddies on a night airplane 
ride around Augusta, the Army 
reported Thursday. 


Once they were in the air, the 
young soldier pilot, identified as 
Pvt. Stuart T. Garrison, informed 
his companions that he didn’t 
know too much about flying—and 
besides, he had stolen the plane 
from the U.S. government, the 
Army report gaid. 


_ Garrison circled Augusta once 
and. managed to land the single- 
engine plane, causing ‘‘undeter- 
mined damage to the plane,”’ the 
Army said. 


None of the four soldiers was 
hurt. 


Authorities were waiting to es- 
cort Garrison back to Ft. Gordon 
where “‘he must await disciplin- 
ary measures,’’ the Army said. 


Military police have not com- 
pleted their investigation, but a 
spokesman said it appeared Gar- 
rison, a Signal Corps trainee, 
bragged about his flying exploits 
to some of his fellow soldiers. 


Tuesday hight at about 7:30, the 
MP said, Garrison invited three 
comrades to go for a spin with 
him in “his” plane. 


Without permission from the 
tower, Garrison taxied the plane 
around and flew into the sky over 
Augusta. There he informed his 
three passengers that they were 
in a stolen plane being piloted by 
an amateur. 


The MPs declined to release the 
names of.the other three soldiers. 


“They seemed to be absolutely 
in the clear,” a spokesman said.

It also 
is a sound reason why we should 
tackle these psychosomatic cases 


with optimism — once we make 
up our minds to tackle them with 
sincerity and sound reasoning. 


Part of the sound reasoning, if 
you'll pardon my blunt statement, 
is for the overly tense person to 
admit, to himself, the fundamen- 
tal fact that he is tense and anx- 
ious — and that too much of this 
can cause the most real of 
“physical” consequences.

North and South reached an ex- 
cellent slam contract today, but 
declarer had to play with great 
care to overcome both the ad- 
verse trump break and the ‘‘kill- 
ing lead.’ 

The bidding was sound. When 
South raised North’s response, 
the latter sensed a slam and 
showed the ace of hearts to probe 
further. South now rebid his 
spades and North took charge of 
the situation via Blackwood con- 
signing the hand to six spades 
when he learned his side was off 
an ace. 


West opened the five of clubs 
on which East played the king 
and -continued with the ace at 
trick two, forcing dummy to ruff. 
The ace of spades revealed the 
bad news in trumps, and made it 
look for all the world as though 
East had a sure trick. However, 
declarer hit upon an ingenious 
method of bringing home the con- 
tract. 


He cashed dummy’s ace and 
king of hearts and discarded first 
the king of diamonds and then 
the ace! This rather spectacular 
play was vital to success, for it 
provided declarer with two en- 
tries to dummy. Declarer ruffed 
a heart in the closed hand and 
led the jack of diamonds over- 
taking with the queen. He ruffed 
another heart and led a diamond 
to dummy’s nine. Observe this 
maneuver would not have been 
possible had South retained the 
ace and king of diamonds. De- 
clarer then led a diamond and 
ruffed in his hand for the third 
time. South was now left with 
two trumps, the king and 10, and 
the jack of clubs. The club was 
ruffed with dummy’s queen of 
trumps and on the return from 
dummy East was trapped.

Trooper

2 Fugitives 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. ® — A 
State Trooper was shot to death 
and a prison dog handler critical- 
ly wounded near Jacksonville 
Thursday, and National Guard 
units were called into a massive 
manhunt for twe armed desper- 


Trooper E. J. Gasque was killed 
@s a huge posse of state, county 
and city law enforcement officers 
Converged on the wooded area 
about 20 miles west of Jackson- 
ville where the fugitives fled 
after firing at a county patrolman. 


GUARD CALLED IN 


Maj. Gen. Mark Lance, state 
adjutant general, said Gov. Farris 
Bryam authorized the guard to 
join the search and about 25 men 
plus 10 jeeps and an armored 
vehicle were sent to join the posse. 


The desperadoes apparently shot 
Gasque as he came on them about 
200 yards off the Seaboard Rail- 
road tracks, 


Gasque’s body was found in tall 
grass. Officers said he was shot 
at close range and the trooper’s 
rifle and pistol had not been fired. 


Apparently the fugitives were 
frightened away by other mem- 
bers of the posse before they 
could take the trooper’s weapons. 


The wounded dog handler is 
Johnny Wells, 32, a trusty at the 
Callahan State Prison Road Camp. 


WOUNDED IN CHEST 


He was in critical condition at 
a Jacksonville hospital with a bul- 
let wound in the chest. 


Detective Vince Howell of the 
Duval sheriff's office told a news- 
man he shot Wells, mistaking the 
trusty for one of the fugitives. 


Howell said he saw a white shirt 
moving in a thicket and called 
for the man to halt. The man 
ducked, Howell said, and the de- 
tective fired. 


The men were first encountered 
by Duval County Road Patrolman 
J. L. Parmenter. He said he saw 
the two men standing beside an 
auto on a lonely road where he 
had caught two men with a stolen 
pay phone Wednesday. 


Parmenter said he stopped to 
check on the men and was getting 
ready to let them go when one 
of the men pulled a pistol. They 
took the patrolman's revolver and 
handcuffed Parmenter to a small 
tree.

country. Seaborg reportedly said, 
however, that Czechoslovakia 
does not produce such a device 
and apparently gets no atomic 
equipment from the Soviet Union. 


Kitchin said he was informed 
the license application is pending, 
but that AEC is making no ob- 
jection. 


The committee chairman said 
Seaborg testified that no other 
atomic material or equipment of 
any kind has been cleared for ex- 
port to the Soviet bloc. 


CALLED NEWS 


Asked about a statement by 
Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., that 
the United States has agreed to 
the sale of atomic reactors to Yu- 
goslavia and training in this coun- 
try of Yugoslav scientists, Kitch- 
in said, “This is news to me.” 


There was no mention of this 
case in Seaborg’s testimony, he 
said. 

It was announced more than a 
year ago that the United States 
would supply Yugoslavia with 
some research reactors for peace- 
ful uses. 


The AEC announced on Sept. 
28, 1960, a grant to Yugoslavia 
of $350,000 for a reactor and a 
laboratory associated with it. This 
transfer was negotiated by the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency with headquarters in Vi- 
enna, Austria.

Flintstones, which, while it 
does not compare favorably 
with Yogi and Quick Draw, 
does provide youngsters with 
early-evening entertainment.

“order.” 


THE FLINTSTONES achiev- 
ed a good rating in its first 
season on the air. So good, in 
fact, that a number of other 
producers decided to follow the 
leader and put together other 
cartoon shows, Alvin, Top Cat, 
Bullwinkle, Ludwig and others 
emerged from Hollywood ink- 
wells. 


The only new cartoon show 
meriting prime time is Calvin 
and the Colonel, which features 
the voices of Amos and Andy. 
This is a delightful program, 
but I believe its entertainment 
value stems from the great 
showmanship of Freeman Gos- 
den and Charles Correl (Amos 
and Andy), rather than from 
the creativeness of the artists 
who draw the characters and 
conceive the situations.
